Tariff Fight Brewing 


( M tla a H from P uns One 
to Congress, over into the hands of the President and his State 
Department, w ho have parlayed this power to the point where 
we are halfway into our second World War in twelve years. 
A handful of Republicans • has been battling against this 
give-away nightmare, aided by the rank and file of the Repub­ 
lican Party. They have been needled by the “internationalists,” 
sold down the river by the Vandenberg clique, discouraged 
and harassed for years — and yet they have stuck resolutely 
to their guns and ultimately brought to their side a great host 
of manufacturers from both above and below the Mason-Dixon 
line, a considerable body of organized labor, a large share of 
the nation s farmers, and a great army of those who may be 
described as informed by-standers. 
The prime objective of this group, however, has not been 
to wipe the reciprocal trade agreements act off the books, but 
to get rid of its worlt features, and allow it to prove or disprove 
its merits over a period of years. 
In recent time it has been the practice to renew the act 
for one and two-year periods, seeking meanwhile to curb the 
unlimited power of the President and the State Department 
to sign concessions which can be ruinous to certain American 
industries, and simultaneously to strengthen the hand of the 
one group involved which has any expert knowledge of the 
matters involved — the U. S. Tariff Commission. 
Pennsylvania has special reasons for interest in these 
matters, for the dean of the Keystone Republican bloc in Con­ 
gress has come to be the dominant factor in the House Ways 
and Means Committee dealing with such legislation, and his 
name is the one affixed to the bill over which the tariff fight 
will rage. 
He is Congressman Richard M. Simpson, of Huntingdon, 
hailed by jthe American Tariff League as "rapidly becoming 
a foremost authority on the tariff.” 
The Simpson Bill, officially entitled the “Trade Agree­ 
ments Extension Act of 1953", would continue the President's 
authority to enter into these agreements for one year, would 
increase the Tariff Commission from six to seven members (in 
order to stop the 3-3 ties which have always gone against domes­ 
tic producers), would forbid the President to cut tariffs below 
the rate fixed by the Tariff Commission as a “peril point,” and 
would make this peril point the level at which the tariff reduc­ 
tions would produce “unemployment of or injury to American 
workers, miners, farmers or producers producing like or com­ 
petitive articles, or impairment of the national security.” 
In a strongly biased news account, the New York Times, 
after skillfully confusing “protectionist” tariffs and "high- 
tariffs, and terming the proposed modification of the presidents 
powers a “sharp” limitation, says that what the President really 
wants is a one-year extension of the act without basic change." 
Why either he or the I imes should consider it an unfair 
proposition for Congress to prohibit him dealing a death blow 
to industrial or labor groups, when his own appointed board 
of experts warn against such a step, the Times does not make 
clear. Nor does the Times go into the point of why the Presi­ 
dent should attempt to maintain a right which appears to be 
wholly without Constitutional sanction. 
But meanwhile the issue sits like a powder-keg waiting 
only a spark to set it off. 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee is Congress­ 
man Daniel A. Reed, of New York, whose feelings already 
have been ruffled over the hasty way in which the White House 
turned down his efforts to curry out Republican campaign 
promises of tax reductions. 
lf the President, in dealing with this issue, gets the back 
of the whole committee "up,” he can find endless trouble dur­ 
ing the remainder of the session. 
But more is involved than merely sliding through the mags 
and pitfalls of the legislative deliberations. 
Every member of the Committee must go out* next year 
and fight for re-election. For session after session, these men 
have been campaigning for re-election on the strength of their 
position on this very issue. 
lf now, in response to political pressures, they reverse 
themselves, or have to go before their electorates repudiated 
by their own party's president — where will the zip and fire 
come from next year to return a Republican majority to Con­ 
gress. 
And if General Eisenhower has to deal for his final two 
years in office with a hostile, bitter and malicious Democratic 
majority such as Herbert Hoover confronted between 1930 
and 1932 — what then will become of the Republican Party?
